No. 97-ITC1PN)/67,—Attention is invited to ( he Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained jn part "B' of Section JTI of the Import Trade Control Policy 
Book (Red Book) for the year April 1967—March 1968, issued under the Ministry 
of Commerce Public Notice No. 32-ITC (PN)/67, dated 1st May, 1967 as amended 
from time to time. 


2. Tn para 18 of the aforesaid policy, the documents required to be produced 
by the Registered Exporters for the purpose of claiming replenishment licences 
have been indicated- 
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3. It has now been decided that against export of the following items, the 
Registered Exporters will, in addition to the documents prescribed m para 18 of 
the aforesaid policy, be required to produce export contracts/export orders 
etc. in origmal along with the applications to be filed by them for grant of 
import replenishment licences: 

(i) against export of silver solder (rolled) in respect of experts effected 

prior to 25th August, 1967; 

(ii) against past and future exports of jewellery, containing silver and 

studded with diamonds, precious or semi-precious stones real or cul¬ 
tured pearls or synthetic stones but not containing gold; 

4. The above decision regarding production of export contracts/export orders 
etc, in original will be applicable in respect of applications which have been 
already filed by the exporters and which arc pending either with the Gem and 
Jewellery E. P. Council or with the concerned licensing authority.
